decoration.  Every  lover  of  the  more 
somber  shades  cannot  fail  to  revel  in  the  rich  and  artistic  blendings  of  purple 
and  old  gold,  bronze  and  terra  cotta,  brown  and  violet,  and  buff  and  maroon 
found  among  the  stately  and  aristocratic  Breeders.  They  are  late  to  bloom, 
but  equal,  and  sometimes  surpass,  the  Darwins  in  size  and  vigor,  although 
lacking  the  color  brilliancy  of  the  latter.  The  flowers  are,  many  of  them, 
sweet  scented,  and  as  they  retain  their  color  and  form  for  a long  time,  are 
splendidly  adapted  for  cutting. 

Plant  five  or  six  inches  deep  and  not  less  than  five  inches  apart.  In  preparing 
the  ground,  it  is  well  to  fertilize  with  Bonemeal  (three  handfuls  to  a square  yard) 
thoroughly  mixing  with  the  soil.  Protect  over  winter  with  a covering  of  leaves  or 
straw.  Figures  after  each  variety  indicate  the  height  in  inches.

Outdoor  Culture — Autumn,  and  not  Springtime,  is  the 
proper  time  to  plant  not  only  these,  but  also  the  other  beau- 
tiful flowering  bulbs  listed  in  this  catalog.  Hyacinths  may 
be  planted  any  time  from  October  to  December  in  any 
good,  well-drained  garden  soil.  Plant  them  so  the  tops 
will  be  three  to  four  inches  below  the  surface  and  6 to  10 
inches  apart.  Cover  the  beds  with  straw  or  leaves,  and 
do  not  remove  the  covering  in  spring  until  danger  from  hard 
frost  is  past. 

Indoor  Culture  in  Pots. — Any  time  from  September  to 
December,  plant  singly  in  four  or  five-inch  pots  filled  with 
light,  rich  soil.  Or  plant  several  bulbs  in  a larger  pot  or 
pan.  Place  the  bulbs  so  that  the  tops  are  about  half  an 
inch  below  the  surface  of  the  soil.  Water  well  and  set 


away  in  a cool  cellar,  covering  with  three  or  four  inches  of 
coal  ashes,  sand,  or  litter  until  thoroughly  rooted.  After 
about  six  weeks  they  may  be  brought  into  a well  lighted, 
cool  room  until  the  flower  spikes  are  developed,  after  which 
they  may  be  brought  into  any  warmer  room. 

Culture  in  Glasses — Place  the  bulbs  in  the  glasses  so  that 
only  the  base  touches  the  water,  using  clear,  soft  water. 
Then  place  the  glasses  in  a cool  cellar,  or  cool,  dark  closet 
until  filled  with  roots,  after  which  bring  into  the  light.  A 
small  piece  of  charcoal  placed  in  each  glass  will  keep  the 
water  pure  and  sweet.  Keep  in  a cool  room  until  the  spikes 
are  well  developed.  If  they  are  brought  from  the  cellar 
at  once  into  a warm  room,  the  flowers  will  bloom  prema- 
turely.

LILY  CULTURE 

Most  lily  bulbs,  being  of  late  maturity,  are  not  ready  for  ship- 
ment before  October  to  November  (the  best  time  to  plant  them).  It 
is  advisable  to  prepare  your  beds  before  cold  weather  and  to  then 
cover  them  with  4 inches  of  litter,  to  prevent  the  ground  from  freezing. 
This  permits  planting  the  late  maturing  kinds.  Plant  in  a rather 
shady  situation,  covering  the  bulbs  three  times  their  own  depth. 
Protect  from  severe  cold  with  leaves  or  litter  and  do  not  remove  this 
in  Spring  until  danger  from  frost  is  past. 

For  pot  culture,  plant  immediately  upon  arrival.  See  that  the 
pot  is  well-drained  and  place  the  bulb  half-way  down  in  the  pot,  just 
covering  it  with  soil.  When  stem  roots  appear  above  the  bulb,  keep 
adding  more  soil  as  a top  dressing  for  these  roots  to  feed  upon.  Until 
the  roots  have  been  thoroughly  developed,  keep  in  a cool  place  and 
covered  with  straw.  After  about  a month,  bring  into  a temperature 
of  66  degrees,  let  the  plants  grow  slowly  under  a bench  or  table  till 
6 inches  high,  then  place  on  top  of  bench  in  full  light

Winter  Rye  is  now  beginning  to  be  largely  grown  in  all  southern  states,  and  is  mostly  used  there  for  fall  and  spring  pas- 
turage, green  fodder  and  green  manuring.  For  grain  it  is  mostly  planted  in  the  northern  states  and  Wisconsin  raises  more  Rye 
than  any  other  state  of  the  Union,  Michigan  is  second  and  Minnesota  third. 

It  can  be  grown  on  a great  variety  of  soils,  gives  its  greatest  returns  of  course,  on  fertile  ground,  but  is  of  the  greatest 
value  on  account  of  its  adaptability  to  light  and  poor  and  indifferent  soils,  where  it  will  give  fair  crops  when  other  cereals  fail. 

The  straw  of  Rye  is  more  slender  and  grows  taller  than  Wheat,  but  owing  to  its  extreme  rigidity  it  does  not  crinkle  and 
lodge  easily.  It  starts  to  grow  much  earlier  in  spring  than  Winter  Wheat  and  ripens  a week  earlier.  It  is  troubled  very  little  by 
insects  and  diseases  as  owing  to  its  early  development  it  is  near  maturity  when  insects  and  such  diseases  as  blight,  rust,  etc., 
appear.  Another  great  advantage  of  the  Rye  is  that  it  aids  in  the  control  of  many  of  our  dangerous  weeds,  such  as  Wild  Oats, 
Mustard,  etc.,  as  the  grain  will  mature  before  the  weeds,  which  will  have  no  opportunity  to  mature  their  seeds  before  harvesting. 
Rye  can  be  sown  in  the  south  from  July  to  November  15th;  here  in  the  north  it  is  best  to  sow  up  to  the  15th  of  September. 


If  sown  early,  it  is  used  for  fall  pasture. 

Winter  Rye  is  the  best  plant  for  GREEN  MANURING  on  poor  soils  where  Clover  will  not  grow. 


It  is  plowed  under 


about  ten  days  before  planting  time  so  as  to  get  all  the  growth  possible  before  turning  it  under.  After  plowing,  a heavy  roller 
should  be  used  to  pack  the  soil  down  firmly.  The  green  Rye  has  much  nitrogenous  matter  which  is  readily  available  for  the 
following  crop.  Sow  at  the  rate  of  1 Yi  bushels  per  acre  and  cover  about  one  inch  deep.
